A head-on collision between two 
freight trains of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis railroad between 
Bolton and Vinings which resulted in 
the slight injury of six railroad em- 
ployees. and the deat of 25 horses. 
was being probed Tuesday by special 
agents of the railroad company, under 
the direction of the superintendent. 

Many horses entered in the horse 
show at Lakewood park this week 
were on the trains but were not hurt 
and will appear as scheduled. 

The crash occurred about 2:50 
o’clock Tuesday morning and officials 
advanced the theory that it was due 
to misunderstanding of orders by the 
train crews, as the trains should have 
passed at the end of the double track 
inear Bolton. 


The trainmen shaken up and slight- 
ly injured are Conductor William 
Lount and Engineer Thomas Gilstrap, 
in charge of the south-bound train, 
and Engineer J. T. Alexander and 
Conductor F. G. Dover, in charge of 
the north bound train. Two fire- 
men, whose names have not been learn- 
ed, were also slightly hurt. Both en- 
gineers and firemen leaped from their 
cabs to safety just before the crash. 

General Bullard, Henry Hobbie’s 
great champion stallion, was one of 
the horses in the wreck, but escaped 
injury.

The consolidated September po- 
lice record in Atlanta as made pub- 
lic by Chief Jett Monday, demon- 
strates most commendable vigilance 
on the part of the city’s police de- 
partment. It accentuates by the 
same token a crime situation in 
Atlanta that is not wholesome and 
assuredly can not be exploited as 
a good example for a city of 250,- 
, 000 to 300,000 people. 

There were 2,949 arrests~made 
during the month. Of that num- 
ber 2,810 were for violation of city 
ordinances and 139 for state law of- 
fenses. There were 1,153 white 


men arrested; 1,188 negro men, 167 | 


white women and 441 negro 
women. 
There were 1,218 cases of dis- 
orderly conduct on police books 
during September, 140 cases of 
reckless driving, and 178 speeders. 
There were 165 violators of section 
4768 regarding occupants of dives. 
The record emphasizes the néces- 
sity for heavy penalties in dealing 
with actual violators of the city’s 
morals and of laws for the protec- 
tion of society and the safety of the 
$treets. Light sentences invite re- 
currences of the offenses, and crime 
is infectious. One violator who may 
be guilty of a minor moral offense 
and who may escape sufficient pun- 
ishment to impress the strength and 
majesty of the law will probably 
commit a more serious offense and 
in that way he or she may become 
an even greater menace to society. 
The hip-pocket flask, the ‘“‘party,” 
the scarfet woman, the joy ride— 
all of these contribute to violations 
of the moral laws, and to eliminate 
the crimes even to a reasonable ex- 
tent we must eliminate the causes. 
It is heartening that Chief Jett 
proposes to institute a Special

automobile drivers, with the cooper- 
ation of the two very able recorders 
in imposing sentences that will im- 
press Atlanta’s determination to 
break up this hazardous condition. 
The crusade should go further than 
to reach the driver who is drunk 
but to reach the seller of the liquor 
that produced drunkenness and the 
maker of the liquor that supplied 
the seller and so on.

A poor ignorant, superstitious fam- |

These ignorant, super- 
stitious people swallowed without 
question anything the physician gave 
them; they entrusted to his hands 
the lives of their children and never 
ventured to question what kind of 
medicine the physician administered 
to the sick children: They were dis- 
honest people, as ignorant, supersti- 
tious people are apt to be. With 
them, for instance, it was a matter 
of policy, custom or plain economy 
never to pay the doctor as long as 
they could keep him coming without 
that foolish waste of funds. And the 
doctor was just an ordinary fool 
about that. For further samples or 
trial lots of his vocabulary try can- 
vassing him some time in the ecapa- 
city of grafting “worker” for one 
of these boodle bagging “charity 
drives.” 

One day a 4-year-old son of this 
poor, ignorant, superstitious family 
fell ill with what the p. i. s. mother 
and the neighborhood Sairegamps di- 
agnosed as a “cold.”

UPON EXTRA SESSION 


Probability that an extra session of 
the Georgia legislature may be avert- 
el loomed Tuesday when, in the ab- 
sence of any bids for the $4,000,000 
issue of Confederate scrip on the day 
set for opening bids, Governor Clifford 
Walker directed the pension commis- 
sioner to assemble data on those en- 
titled to scrip, and announced that the 
scrip will be issued. 

“I hope that develfpments in the 
near future will take care of the situ- 
ation,” Governor Walker said. “If 
not, by the time the scrip is actually 
ready to be issued, I will determine 
whether to call the extra session. It 


will take considerable time to revise!

Washington, Oé¢tober 6.—The gods 
of war are receiving telling rebuffs. 

While President Coolidge told the 
American Legion at Omaba Tuesday 
that pacts, not armies, would bring 
peace the parley of world parliament- 
ary leaders here approved unarmed 


frontier zones and unanimously called 
on the United States to once more 
summon the world to the peace table. 


Enthusiasm marked the action of 
the interparliamentary union in agree- 
ing to the demilitarizing zone plan 
advanced by the British in calling for 
an second disarmament’ conference. 
With notable unanimity among the 
41 nations gathered, the union not 
only subscribed to the plans for uni- 
versal peace but heard delegates of 


Japan and Great Britain urge the 
United States to take the initiative. 
Japan Leads Peace Move. 

First of the nations to call for ces- 
sation of strife was Japan. France, 
Great Britain and Germany, other 
first class powers, quickly approved. 

Great Britain, through R. 8S. Hud- 
son, member of parliament, declared its 
willingness to “join with any great 
powers in any conference for the furth- 
er limitation of naval armaments or 
for the reduction of land armament.” 

“What L had in mind,” he said, 
continuing, “was that perhaps the 
initiative in regard to naval matters, 
if they are to be ‘treated separately, 
had better come fronr the power to 
which we owe the summoning of the 
Washington @nference which resulted 
in the first decisive international act 
of disarmament that the world had 
seen, 


Great Britain in Line. 

Hudson declared this view repre- 
sents overwhelmingly the desires of 
the British empire. 

Fusanosuke Mayeda, member of the 
Japanese diet, told the assemblage that 
Japan is imbued with a desire to do 
whatever is possible to bring about 
world peace.

Strikes of 3,500 Years Ago. 


It was the custom in ancient Egypt 
to pay workmen on the first of each 
month. They usually received wheat, 
oil and other things needed for them- 
selves and their families. Not seldom 
did a family run out of food before it 
was time for another pay day. Moved 
by their hunger the men complained, 
and asked for more food. Sometimes 
they declared that they had _ been 
cheated by the scribes who doled out 
their wages. Records left by scribes 
prove that it was a common practice 
for the scribes to give short weight. If 
their demands were not met, the men 
might quit their work. 

One record tells how a hundred ma- 
sons working on a temple at Thebes 
stopped their labor. Going to the man 
who had charge of building the tem- 
ple, they shouted: 


“We are hungry, and there are 18 
davs before the first of next month.” 

“Go back to your work,” the super- 
intendent told them, “and I promise 
you that I will lead you to Pharaoh 
when he comes to look at the tem- 
ple.” 

Two days later, the monarch ar- 
rived. He sent one of his scribes to 
the workmen to hear their side of the 
case. To the scribe the workmen 
said: 

“We are hungry. We are thirsty. 
We have no more clothes, no more oil, 
no more fish. ‘Tell this to Pharaoh, 
our master.” 

Atter this message was delivered, 
the men were given 50 sacks of grain
